“I do think the job {s only 
partly done,” he continued. 
“You cannot persuade me the 
world situation has turned so 
bright we can relax, We can- 
not afford to let down in our 
drive to attain the strength we 
have set os necessary.” 

Mr Lovett was asked to give 
his view on the world situation 
by a reporter who polnted out 
that his recent comments ap- 
p*ared to be lesz optimistic than 
those of Mr Winstom Churchill, 
. Mr Lovett declined to ‘com- 
pare his views with those of 
the British Prime Minister, but 
he emphasised strongly his con~ 
viction that relaxation in world 
tension did mot justify relaxa- 
tion of efforts. .

The Homuntin Fire: Nearest 
Water Supply. Was Quarter. 
Of A Mile From Scene — 


| ‘The Chief Officer of the Hongkong-Fire Brigade, Mr. W..J.. Gorman 
has described last night’s squatter fire at Homuntin New Village as “an ex- 


tremely difficult’ and dangerous operation.” He says the operations were 
hampered by the fact that the nearest water supply to the scene of the fire . 


was about a quarter of 


a mile away. 


The fire originated at the extreme top of the hiil and spread very rapidly to 


.the northwest section of the squatter arca owing 


tlme. 


In a preliminary ‘report re- 
Jeased through the Public 
Relations Office . this morning, 
Mr Gorman says the call: was 
received through the Radio 
Control Room at 8.20 p.m. It 
was immediately responded to 
by the despatch of six fire ap- 
pllances,-two ambulances arid a 
wireless radio van, - 


On their: way to the scene, 
the firemen‘ could: ‘see the sky 
above Homuntin — brilllantly 
‘lighted -up -by - large -fames.~-On 
‘arrival = they found that the 
nearest water supply was ‘ap- 
proximately a quarter of a mile 
away and the. engines had to 
operate relay pumping -to enable 
water 40 be pushed to the top 
of the hill at the scene of the 
fire. In all, about,a mile and 
a quarter of hose was brought 
into use, 


RELAY PUMPING 

The number of fire engines 
at the scene wus later re- 
Inforeed by the addition of one 
from Hongkong under Mr Gor- 
man, who personally super 
vised the operations. In all, 
elght fire nozzles from three 
hydrants and four motor fire 
engines were engaged in’ relay 
pumping operations, . 

The task of tho. fire fighters 
was made the more difficult by 
the great confusion caused by 
squattersrunning backwards and 
forwards trying to save thelr 
belongings and’ tho . fact ‘that 
they hod to clamber up the 
steep uneven hillsides’ in order 
to tackle the conflagration, 

The only casualty, a small 
child, was. found suffocated in 
one of tho huts, 

It was learned this morning 
that ‘the fire was first. seen_by 
a squatter namod Bo Fun Che, 
of Hut No, 30, Soction -I,,at the 
top of the areca, When he came 
out of hig hut at 810 last night 
he saw a number of huts 
alight, He immediately blew 
his police whistle and ran down 
to the Kowloon Relief. and Re- 
habilitation Contre Office, _ on 
the main road at the bottom of 
the squatter area, where he 
telephoned 299. :
